Berlin, (Via London), .-March, 21.— 
“Between Cambrai and La Fere,” says 
the report from German headquarters 
tonight, “we penetrated into. portions 
of the English positions.” 

The admiralty statement says: 

“Ostend was bombarded this after- 
non by British monitors with success-. 
ful results. Prior to the bombardment 
four enemy aircraft were destroyed by 
our naval air squadron. Enemy alir- 
craft attacked the British machines 
while spotting for the bombardment, 
with the result that another enemy 
machine was destroyed. 

“British seaplanes engaged in recon- 
naissance in Helgoland bight attacked 
enemy mine sweepers with machine 
gunfire. There were no casualties on 
the British side. All our machines re- 


turned safely.” 


BRITISH OUTPOST 


TROOPS WITHDRAW, 
ADMITS BONAR LAW 


London, March 21.—The German at- 
tack against the British lines today 
was on a larger scale than”’any made 


thus far during the war on any part 


of the western front, Andrew Bonar 
Law, spokesman of the government, 
told the house of commons today. 
“Our outpost troops,” he added, “have 
been withdrawn on one part of the 


‘line, which was very lightly held. This 


was nothing more than was -expected, 
and was in accordance with instruc- 
tions. There was nothing in the na- 
ture of a surprise about the attack.” 
Mr. Bonar Law reminded the house 
that he had given warning a week ago 
that if such an attack occurred the at- 
tacking party would gain’a certain 
amount of ground, and the govern- 
ment’s information so far did not lead 
to the belief that anything beyond that | 


had happened, 


“TI am sure that with the knowledge 
beforehand of what has happened in 
similar attacks on either side,” contin- 
ued Mr. Bonar Law. “the house and 
country will not be unnecessarily 
alarmed by information of that kind. |

on strike Thursday. There were only 
seven negro laborers employed in Pied- 
mont park work, and all but one of 
these quit. It wae learned later in the 
day that they had been offered $2.50 a 
day by a fertilizer company, which is 
50 eents a day more than the city has 
been paying them. A week or two 
ago the city council voted to increase 
the wages of these men from $1.75 to 
$2 a day. 

Henry Collier, superintendent of 
construction, stated Thursday that the 
strike of the blacksmiths and other 
employees of his department would not 
be as serious as at first thought. 
There. are only eighteen men on strike, 
including quarrymen, road-roller op- 
erators. and DbDiacksmiths. Mr. Collier 
States the services of these men can 
be dispensed with for the next six 
weeks without detriment to the city or 
serious delay to the paving work, as he 
hag enough work on hand to do to 
keep the remaining forces busy with- 
out being dependent upon the work of 
the strikers. 

Are Good Mechanics. 

He said that most of the men on 
strike were exceptionally good mechan- 
ics, but there are one or two in the 
number, however, whom he stated were 
not worth any more than they had been 
receiving. 

“Personally, I do not believe the idea 
of striking originated with the men,” 
said Mr. Collier. “I believe some out- 
side influence was at work and they 
were urged to strike by some trouble 
maker. The men knew that the coun- 
cil had made an extra appropriation of 
$4,920 for street department wage in- 
creases and that most of them would 
have a share in this as soon as the or- 


dinance could be approved by the al- 
dermanic board and approved by Mayor 
Candler. Of course. all of the strikers 
were not to have received more pay, 
but some of them were and they 
knew it.

SCHOOL DAYS AND DISEASE. 


Plans are under way for a “grand march” 
of 18,000 school children through-the streets 
of Atlanta on the 5th of next month, under a 
banner upon which will be inscribed this 


significant appeal to the public: 


“Help Control Communicable Diseases 
and Protect the School Children and Our 
Soldiers!” 

The parade will:be given under the joint 


‘auspices of the local school authorities and 


officials of the United States public health 
service, incidental to a splendid and poten- 
tially far-reaching campaign that has been 
put under way here, and in which the city, 
state and federal governments are co-oper- 
ating. It is to be hoped, for the good of the 
entire community, that the appeal of the 
children will prove effective in commanding 
public attention to the pressing need of im- 
provement in the hygienic and sanitation 
conditions in our schools and ve: the commu- 
nity-at-large. 

Statistics show that among every 1,000 
school pupils throughout the country, from 
88 to 37 years of school time is lost during 
the average school term because of pre- 
ventable diseases. Updn that ‘basis, and 
taking the "minimum loss of time—33 years 
—-jt is estimated that preventable disease 
entails a loss of not less than 924 years of 
school life among the 28,000 pupils of school 
age in Atlanta during a school term. 

Furthermore, bringing finance into the 
reckoning—and that is, of course, of second- 
ary importance—inasmuch as the cost of 
educating a child in Atlanta is estimated at 
$28 for the school year, the loss of the 924 
years’ school time costs the taxpayers of the 
city $26,872 annually. That represents 


: 2 - taoney spent for school purposes, to provide 


educational opportunities for children who, 
through preventable disease, are tinable to 
profit thereby. 

All of which, too, takes no account of the 
retardation of pupils who, because of time 
lost through preventable illness, are unable 
to “Make grade” at examination time, and 
consequently are compelled to review studies 
and cover ground already gone over—in 
many cases to become disinterested and dis- 
eouraged, and finally to quit school and 
abandon what might have developed into 
useful careers.

THE WISCONSIN PRIMARIES. 


Congressman Irvine L. Lenroot has de- 
feated James Thompson, pro-German, La 
Follette candidate, for the republican sena- 
torial nomination in Wisconsin, although the 
vote was so close that practically complete 
returns were required to determine the out- 
come of the contest. 

Opposed to Lenroot at the final election 
on April 2 will be Joseph Davies, formerly a 
member, then secretary, of the national dem- 
ocratic committee, and, up to the acceptance 
of his resignation last Wednesday, a member 
of the federal trade commission. 

While Mr. Lenroot’s avowed loyalty to 
the administration has been a matter only 
of recent months, that of “Joe” Davies has 
never been challenged. Indeed, the demo- 


cratic nominee approaches. the ballot box 


with a clean record for. steadfast American- 
ism, and with the president’s personal and 
cordial indorsement. 

In his letter regretfully accepting Mr. 
Davies’ resignation from ‘the federal trade 
commission, President Wilson, among other 
things, said: 


“May I also add a word of thanks to 
you for your steadfast loyalty and pa- 
triotism during the trying period before 
we were thrust into the war, while to 
avoid becoming involved therein every 
effort was being made aggressively to 
assert and fearlessly to maintain Ameri- 
can rights? 

“The McLemore resolution, the em- 
bargo issue, and the armed neutrality 
measure presented the first opportuni- 
ties to apply the acid test in our coun- 
try to disclose true loyalty and genu- 
ine Americanism. It should always be 
a source of much satisfaction to you that 
on these crucial propositions you proved 
true.” 


As to making a choice between men of 
the sort of Mr. Lenroot and Mr. Davies, the 


attitude of the voters of Wisconsin should be 
to take no chances. 


It need occasion no surprise if the patri- 


otic citizenship of the normally republican 


state of Wisconsin, sick at heart and dis- 
gusted with the odium that has been cast 
upon the commonwealth by La Follette and 
pro-Germanism, at the forthcoming election 
overthrows precedent and returns a demo- 


crat to the United States senate as the late 


Senator Husting’s successor. 


MECHANICAL FARMING. 


Governor Darsey indicates the way to an 
economical, practical and a certain solution 
of the farm labor problem in his mes- 
sage to the conference of the State Council 
of Defense, in strongly urging a more gen- 
eral use of machinery, especially motor- 
driven machinery, in the agricultural activi- 
ties of the state. 

This is a “machine age.’ And the fol- 
lower of any line of industry who fails to 
make use of machinery and mechanical in- 
ventions to the fullest extent possible is 
behind the day in which he is living. 

Especially does this apply to the farmer; 
and, as the governor makes plain, there 
never was a time when there was more 
urgent need for machinery on the farms than 
right now, for there was never before a time 
when the demand for farm crops was so 
much greater than the normal supply, nor 
when the supply of farm laborers was pro- 
portionately so far below the demand. 

There is a nation-wide movement under 
way—and in it the Georgia State Council of 
Defense has very properly joined—looking to 
the furloughing of farmer-recruits in the 
national army for work on the farms during 
the “rush” months of food-production actiy- 
ities. That, of. course, would somewhat 
ameliorate the seriousness of the farm labor 
situation; but we must not lose sight of the 
fact that those men are needed in the army, 
else they would not have been called to that 
service; nor of the fact that while they would 
be doing very necessary work in the fields, 
they would also be losing valuable time from 
training and equipping themselves for imper- 
ative service on the battlefields! 

One man with a farm tractor can do as

‘Eivery Seven Dies From Preventable Dis- 
ease,” “Efficiency and Health Go Hand in 
Hand,” “Medical Supervision of School Chil- 
dren Is a Patriotic Duty,” “Uncle Sam Wants 
You to Keep Us Well,”. “Keep Contagious 
Diseases Out of the Schools,” “We Are the 
Hope of the Country, Keep Us Well,” and 
many others upon which convincing em- 
blems will be painted. 

A large float will also be prepared, pn 
which a gigantic pair of scales will be erect- 
ed, and on one end of the balance will be 
a pile representing the amount of money 
spent by this country in effurts to conserve 
the health of hogs, while on the other end 
will be the amount spent for the conservation 
of the health of children.

Public ‘Health Service, through which some. 
interesting and vital statistics were devel- 
oped, show that the loss of time from 
from preventable diseases in every 


years of school life each term. On the 
‘of this lowest estimate of 33 years, the loss 
of. school life to the 28.000 children’ in this 
city would amount to 924 years each terms

The estimated per capita cost of furnish- 
ing schooling to the children of Atlanta is 
$28 per year, which, multiplied by 924, the 
number of years of schooi life provided, but 
not taken advantage: of by the children, 
amounts to $25,772, which is an overhead 
‘expense in the operation of the Atlanta 
school system that comes out of the pockets 
of the taxpayérs, and which could be pre- 
vented.to a large extent, according to ¢X- 
perts; through the proper supervision and 
conservation of child health. 

The failure to make grade, or to pass to 
a. higher grede, according to recent’ studies 
made by the United States Public Health ex- 
perts, is chargeable in from 5 per cent to 8 
per cent of the cases to physical defects, and 
many of these children are required to £0 
over the same grades one or more times 
which adds a cost of $28 to the burdens of 
the taxpayers for each child thet is forced 
to remain in one grade two years. 

The estimate is made that 1,400 children 
will fail to make their “grade in Atlanta 
schools this term, which means that another 
overhead expense is chargeable to the school 
system of $39,200, much of which might be 
saved by the proper supervision of the chil- 
dren’s health and the correction of defects 
arising from adenoids, ear, eye, nose and 
throat troubles. 

A recapitulation of the figures given 
above as overhead charges against the oper- 
ation of the Atlanta school system, show 
that $64,972 of the taxpayers’ money gf0es 
each year toward the payment of charges 
that could to a very large degree be elim- 
inated by the conservatfon of children’s 
health and the prevention of so-called con- 
tagious diseases that arise among children. 


Great Masses of Russia 
Too Ignorant to Realize 
Real Meaning of Freedom 


Editor Constitution: A few months spent 
in Petrograd on Y. M. C. A. work and the 
homeward journey across Siberia last stm- 
mer, did not, of course, give me any suU- 


perior knowledge of the ‘vast complicated 
problem that was even then arising for us 
and our allies in dealing with Russia, but it 
gave me an interest in the welfare of that 
devoted country which prompts me to cer- 
tain observations relative to your editorial of 
this morning. 


You have considered only the probable 
moral effect of Japanese intervention. Let 
us ask first, however, what would be the 
probable military worth of Japanese entry 
by way of Siberia. She could not occupy 
enough territory to the exclusion of the 
Germans to prevent Germany. from getting 
all the supplies she can transport. Neither 
could she oppose the Germans on some Tre~ 
constructed front in western or central Rus- 
sia, both because of insufficient transport fa- 
cilities and because she would certainly be 
hampered by Russian hostility if she inter- 
vened contrary to Russian desires. 


You say intervention by Japan “may be 
the thing that will bring Russia to her 
senses.” Equally, it may*not be. If Ger- 
many’s seizures in Russia do not have that 
effect, why should the seizure of Siberia by 
her recent enemy, Japan, have the effect of 
bringing Russia to the side of the allies. In 
truth, among the little educated and unedu- 
cated of Russia, that is, among the vast ma- 
jority, there is a profound distrust of Eng- 
land, unfortunate and unfounded, but not to 
be left out of the reckuning. As long 458 
there is only falsehood and rumor to feed 
this distrust, there is hope that it may some 
day be overcome. But let Japan intervene 
and the tissue of fact ia supplied that will 
enable the Germans and their agents, con- 
scious and unconscious, to announce the cul- 
mination of English perfidy, and the realiza- 
tion of their most sombre predictions as to 
the designs of the allies upon Russia. Japan- 
ese intervention at present seems to me the 
one think lacking to make Russia an open 
ally of the Central Empires. 


“As for Russian approval or disapproval, 
why hesitate on that score?’ you ask. If 
Japanese intervention in the east would cer- 
tainly or quite probably win the war, Rus- 
sian sentiment would, of course, have to be 
neglected, not less in Russea‘s intérest than 
in‘ our own, But if that intervention is a 
doubtful asset or a liability, Russian opinion 
is of paramount importance. People in Eu- 
rope ere too close to Russia to see anything 
but the Bolsheviki. I shall say nothing of 
the great leaders whom the Bolsheviki dis- 
placed; they might be made to see our dis- 
interestedness. But we must not sacrifice 
the hundred and fifty million peasants to 
vent our just anger against the Leninites. 
The peasants are absolutely too ignorant to 
be held responsible, but their numbers, their 
capacity, and their newly imagined liberty 
(not yet realized), make their welfare and 
friendship of supreme moment. Suppose this 
war ended in the status quo ante (which God 
forbid). It could not wholly undo the Rus- 
sian revolution, and who can dare to say 


that the Russian revolution would not in it- 


self be worth all the biood and treasure 
spent in the war to date? Judged by pres- 
ent conditions, no. But the long period re- 
quired by the 
patience. The Russian revolution is not over. 
Let us not do the thing that would give Ger- 
many the reins. Let us at least wait until a 
responsible body of Russians ask for help.

And plain cqmmon sense should 
have assured us that any woman who spends 
practically all of her time inhaling carbon 
dioxide and avoiding oxygen knows instinc- 
tively that her sallow complexion is caused 
by her bad liver whether a doctor can find 
anything the matter with the liver or not. 
The liver is the one organ of the almost 
human body that is always radically out of 
order. That is undoubtedly why nature built 
in a liver. Without it mankind might be 
too proud. 

All right, it is all wrong. 
are wé going to do about it? We've got it. 
Listen. It takes two minutes a day—and 
that isn’t measurable compared with the 
time most of us waste wool gathering. 

The Morning Minute. 

In this minute, the minute you roll out 
of bed, you stand erect, pull in all the slack 
around your stomach, call home your chin, 
turn in your toes, heels half a foot apart, 
knees stiff as possible, shoulders down and 
back.

Former Mayor of Statesboro 
Accepts Position of Sec- 
retary of State. 


Appointed Wednesday as Georgia 
secretary of state to succeed the late 
Philip Cook, Judge Henry B. Strange, 
former mayor and city judge of States- 
boro, Bulloch county, Georgia, and a 
former state: senator, has accepted the 
appointment and taken the oath of 
office. He will today enter actively 
upon his duties at the state capitol. 
Judge Strange will hold the office 
of secretary of state for the remainder 
of the unexpired term of Mr. Cook. His 
term will end on the Saturday follow- 
ing the convening of the general as- 
sembly in 1919. At that time he will 
be a candidate for re-election to the 
office. 

The new secretary of state was born 
November 13, 1863. He received his 
education in the common schools of Ef- 
fingham county and in the law offices of 
J. G. & G. H. Clark in the town of 
Tusculum, Effingham county. In these 
law offices he prepared for the prac- 
tice of law, which profession he en- 
tered at that town, later moving to 
Statesboro. 

The advent of Mr. Strange ‘into 
Statesboro took place in 1892. In 1905 
he entered upon his official and politi- 
cal life as representative of the. sev- 
enteenth senatorial district. He was a 
senator at the session of 1905 and 1906. 
Two years later he became mayor of

SENATE RASES PRE

Agricultural Appropriation 
Bill Now Goes to Confer- 
ence Between Houses. 
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Washington, March 21.—The agricul- 
tural appropriation bill, with the Gore 
amendment increasing the 1918 govern- 
ment guaranteed wheat price to $2.50, 
was passed late today by the senate. 
It now goes to conference between the 
two houses, where there will be an- 
other fight over the wheat price. 

Vote 49 to 18, 

The wheat price was adopted 49 to 18 
after five days discussion in which its 
advocates urged the necessity of stim- 
ulating production, and criticised gov- 
ernment price-fixing. The bill, earry- 
ing appropriations of $28,000,000 was 
passed without a roll call, the princi- 
pal fight being centered on the wheat 
provision. Besides increasing the fed- 
eral guarantee the .Gore amendment 
also provides that the guaranteed 
prices, for the 1918 crop, shall be based 
upon number two northern wheat or 
its equivalent instead of the number 
one variety, as under existing law, and 
shall be payable at local elevators or 
railway markets instead of at the prin-

Free Seed Distribution. 


Senator Gore did not press his amend- 
ment providing for establishment by 
the secretary of agriculture of uniform 
book-keeping methods for meat pack- 
ersnd subjection of the packers’ booKs 
to official scrutiny. The amendment 
was designed to meet recommendations 
of Francis J. Heney, attorney for the 
federal trade commission in its meat 
investigation. 

The senate struck out by a vote of 
41 to 28 a provision in the bill as it 
passed the house requiring department 
of agriculture employees in Washington 
to work eight instead of seven hours 
daily. 

An appropriation of $240,000 for the 
congressional free seed _ distribution, 
which had been eliminated by the sen- 
ate agricultural committee, was re- 
stored by the senate. 

Appropriations of about a million dol- 
lars were added to the bill in the sen- 
ate, including $250,000 to be offered 
as prizes by the secretary of agricul- 
ture to stimulate agricultural produc- 
tion and $250,000 for extension of work 
in dehydrating vegetables and fruits. 

Other principal appropriations carried 
in the bill include: Meat inspection 
service, $4,000,000 (increased $300,000 
by the senate); extermination of south- 
ern cattle ticks, $750,000; eradication of 
live stock tuberculosis, $500,000 (dou- 
bled by the senate); plant industry, 
$2,744,000; forestry, $5,781,000; Dureau 
of markets, $2,000,000; combating of 
live stock foot and mouth disease 
$1,000,000; and combating the cotton 
boll weevil, $700,000.

FOR DEALERS IN FOOD 


Definitions which aim to make clear 
the classifications of dealers in food 
commodities and their relation to food 
laws have been announced by Dr. An- 
drew M. Soule, federal food adminis- 
trator for Georgia. he 


On Thursday 


t eave to the public the following rules: 


(a) An original packer or shipper is a 
person, firm, corporation or assoc ation that 
assembles and packs for market or stor- 


(b) A commission merchant is a person, 
firm, corporation or association that s0- 
licits for sale or receives for sale, and sells 
food. products’ on a commission basis, or 
that acts as agent or representative of ship- 
pers, packers and other distributors in the 
marketing of food products for a fixed 
package charge or on @ percentage basis. 

(c) A wholesaler is a person, firm, cor- 
poration or associqtion other than the origi- 
nal packer or shipper that sells to jobbers 
or to suppliers of hotels and institutions. 

(ad) A jobber is a person, firm, corpora- 
tion or association that sells or distributes 


to retailers. ; | 
(oe) A supplier of hotels and tnetitutions 


is a person, firm, corporation or association 
that sells to hotels, restaurants, clubs, din- 
ing car or steamship companies, public or 
private institutions, or to retail dealers re- 
quiring specially selected stock and being 
furnished a service similar to that rendered 
to hotels and institutions, 

(f) A retailer is a person, firm, 
tion or association that sells or distri 
to consumers. 

In addition to the foregoing tt is cited 
that any dealer selling food commodities 
to a hotel, restaurant or public eating house 
is classified: as a wholesaler and sheuld 
have a license.

The home service section of the 
Atlanta Red Cross, 711-712 Gould 
building, has an information service 
for use of families of soldiers and 
Sailors. They are prepared to give, 
free of charge, counsel to such fami- 
lies regarding delayed allotments 
and allowances, government checks, 
pay and mail of enlisted men; also 
as to employment, wage difficulties, 
complications in connection with in- 
surance payments, or payments on 
property; “advice as to welfare of 
children, school complications, ill- 
ness, etc. ’ 


The civilian relief committee of the 
Atlanta chapter of the Red Cross are 
proving every day the value of this im- 
portant department of Red Cross work 
which interests itself in the families 
here of the soldiers and sailors at the 
front. Robert Parker is chairman of the 
committee, Miss Cleveland Zahner the 
director. 

Example of Work. 
Miss Zahner, in giving a concrete ex- 
ample of the work being done, tells of 
a very deserving woman in this com- 
munity, left with three children to sup- 
port, and no means with which to do it. 

She has always had a very hard 
struggle. Her husband was never any 
good. He deserted her in 1914. She ac- 
quired a position as assistant matron 
at one of the institutions in the city. 


She kept her children there and strug- 
led bravely to get along. In the early 
all the Red Cross located the man in the 

navy and by dint of much correspond- 

ence, through his captain, made the 
man allot $15 of his pay to his wife. 

The government then added an allow-~
